NOISE BALANCED SQUELCH 
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Adjust both pots full cw to zround position. 

Rernove the antenna. (There should be some background noiss) 
Adjust the squelch control ccw until the background noise cezses. 
Reconnect the antenna and the squelch should open. 


Rotate the noise balance control ccw until the receiver squelches for the second time. 


A signal that exceeds receiver noise should now operate the squelch.
